MURDER suspect Tomas Uptas 
claimed he has no idea who killed 
his girlfriend because he had “been 
drunk most of the time.” 

Uptas, 32, denies strangling Lorreta 
Raupienne at their flat in Victoria Road, 
Canterbury, on November 26 last year, but 
admits using a replica gun to cause alarm in 
Morrison’s supermarket, Wincheap. 

He made headlines last Thursday after 
refusing to take the stand at Maidstone Crown 
Court last week because he wanted a ciga¬ 
rette. 

Presiding Judge Mr Justice Sir Jeremy 
Cooke set him a 10am deadline for the follow¬ 
ing day, telling him the case would continue 
without the rest of his evidence if need be. 

The following day Uptas told the jury he did¬ 
n’t know who killed Lorreta because he had 
been drunk most of the time. He held a birth¬ 
day party in the flat they shared, which lasted 
six days. 

Also living at the flat was convicted murder¬ 
er Donaldas Sliuzas, who has since been extra¬ 
dited back to Lithuania. He had been released 
on licence after he was given a seven-year sen¬ 
tence for a bar stabbing. 

Lithuanian police didn’t know he was out of 
the country until Kent Police made a routine 
check about him. 

Uptas met Lorreta while working at the 
Hutch Company, Canterbury, and moved in 
with her. But the couple’s excessive drinking 
led to a series of rows.

Beer festival a 
chance to try 
something new

REAL ale aficionados and 
the uninitiated alike head¬ 
ed to Kent’s 36th annual 
beer festival at Merton 
Farm in Canterbury. 

An estimated 6,000 people filled 
the cowshed over the weekend to 
sample more than 120 different 
varieties of British beer, 24 ciders 
and perries and a selection of for¬ 
eign lagers. 

Gill Keay, helping out at his 25th 
festival, said: “We have a 2,500 
capacity and advance tickets for 
Friday always go immediately.” 

“The festival isn’t just aimed at 
seasoned ale drinkers; we’ve tried to 
encourage people who wouldn’t nor¬ 
mally drink bitter by introducing 
the Pink Girlie Bar. 

“At first we had complaints that 
the name was patronising but it’s 
open for everyone and we’ve defi¬ 
nitely seen results.” 

The beers are cooled with a cool¬ 
ing system donated by CAMRA, the 
Campaign for Real Ale. 

Mr Keay, said: “John Major was 
wrong when he praised warm beer; 
beer should ideally be served at 11 
degrees, nicely chilled. Here we 
serve it straight from the barrel so 
it should be just right.” 


Fourteen Kentish businesses 
brought 47 beers, including offer¬ 
ings from four new breweries. 

The coveted Kent Beer of the 
Festival award went to 
Westerham’s zesty Summer Perle. 
A tasting panel sampled each of the 
47 beers and selected their top nine 
or 10 before a second panel choose 
the eventual winner. 

Newcomers the Old Dairy 
Brewery were the first cask to run 
out as supplies dwindled through 
the weekend. 

Mr Keay, said: ‘We have to run 
out. We need to clear the site to let 
the cows back into the shed.” 

All of the barrels are given to the 
festival at cost price, and any profits 
are donated to CAMRA. 

Gill Keay, festival founder and 
organiser, said: “The original idea 
for the festival was to get people 
interested in real beer when there 
was a danger that suppliers were 
turning away from it in favour of 
lagers with a longer shelf life.” 

“It’s an impressive sight, seeing 
all the different barrels and people 
start to realise that you don’t need 
gas cylinders and chemicals.” 

Tony Sze, here for his fourth festi¬ 
val, said: “It’s not just about the 
beer, it’s a good day out with a great 
atmosphere.” 

In addition to real ale, the festival 
offered Morris dancing, archery and 
live music throughout the weekend.

He said: “I didn’t go to pay the rent 
because I didn’t want the landlord to 
see me drunk again.” 

When she didn’t come back he 
became depressed because he 
thought she’d left him. 

He said: “I lost what I loved.” 

Uptas said he kept buying beer 
from a local shop and then decided to 
take the gun to Morrison’s. 

Uptas’ supermarket rampage was 
brought to an end when was shot in 
the arm by a police marksman, after 
he threatened customers with the 
ball-bearing firing Browning replica. 

He told the court he bought the BB 
gun to shoot at cans.

The award is given annually to the 
Atlantic lifeboat crew who have per¬ 
formed the most meritorious service 
of the year.

The ceremony on Thursday, July

New theatre top of risk list 


THE new Marlowe Theatre has 
remained the biggest risk to the 
council in an annual review of its 
major projects. 

The Strategic Risk Register identi¬ 
fied six high risks and 13 medium to 
high risks in a ranking that consid¬ 
ered the likelihood of issues arising 
compared with their forecast finan¬ 
cial and social impact. 

The New Marlowe theatre was con¬ 
sidered very likely to experience 
problems, having already incurred 
difficulties. 

With the large amount of money 
tied up in the project, issues could 
potentially be expensive and damag¬ 


ing, with the potential to “cost the 
council more than half a million 
pounds, severely limiting its capabil¬ 
ities and disastrously damaging local 
and national confidence.” 

The flagship retained its top billing 
on the risk list. 

The Serine Foundation was consid¬ 
ered the most likely to incur difficul¬ 
ty, but also rated the lowest over-all 
score due to its negligible impact. 

The new sport facilities at Heme 
Bay High School had their risk rat¬ 
ing reduced as an agreement was 
reached between the school, Kent 
County Council and Canterbury 
council, but it remains a financial 


risk until the outcome of the Sport 
England bid is known. 

The Beaney redevelopment was 
the only increased risk, due to the 
delays caused by the archaeological 
finds at the site. 

The council also identified areas 
where it had overspent in the past 
year, with play area improvements 
and the open spaces strategy both 
coming nearly £30,000 over budget. 
These however were counteracted by 
under-spends in car parks and IT. 

The council overspent by £32,000 
but £132,000 was taken from next 
year’s budget which meant the coun¬ 
cil came in £100,000 under budget. 
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Oyster festival 'not hit 

by herpes outbreak'

AN OUTBREAK of oyster herpes 
poses no threat to the Whitstable 
Oyster festival, experts and organ¬ 
isers agreed. 

There had been fears that a containment 
area restricting the introduction and move¬ 
ment of Pacific rock oysters across the Thames 
estuary and north Kent coast would affect sup¬ 
plies during the week that Whitstable com¬ 
mences its annual oyster festival. 

Kevin Denham, head of the Centre of 
Environment, Fisheries and Aquaculture 
Science (Cefas), the fish health inspectorate, 
said: “The restrictions affect the farming and 
aquaculture of oysters so oysters bought by 
members of the public to eat at home don’t fall 
under the controls. There is only one business 
affected by the controls which moves live oys¬ 
ters from the area.” 

John Hawkins, arts and events officer for the 
council, added: “There is one bed in the farm 
that has limitations on it. The festival was 
absolutely packed this weekend and that par¬ 
ticular virus had no impact on it at all.” 

Fish health inspectors from Cefas visited 
Seasalter Shellfish farm in Whitstable last 
week following reports of high levels of mortal¬ 
ity in one of their oyster beds. 

Samples taken from the site were confirmed 
as positive for herpesvirus, completely harm¬ 
less for humans but devastating to oysters. 

Mr Denham said: “We are testing other sam¬ 
ples from the area. There are no other suspect¬ 


ed cases for the moment but we are required to 
inspect sites which have come into contact with 
the bay area. Controls will remain in place until 
there is no threat from the infected area, but 
the mortality is still ongoing on the farm.” 

While the festival does rely heavily on rock 
oysters, it is very unlikely that infected oysters 
would survive long enough to be sold alive, as 
oysters must be. 

Mr Denham said: “The issue is more to do 
with the viability of the business; the problem 
for the farmer is that he has lost between 60 


and 80 per cent of his stock, juvenile oysters 
ongoing for two to three years before they’re 
harvestable, and were he to introduce more 
stock the probability is that they would become 
infected too.” 

Seasalter Shellfish managing director John 
Bayes said the outbreak was yet another blow 
to an industry that is already suffering. 

He added: “The fact the oysters are dying is 
very serious indeed because there’s already a 
massive mortality rate among them and a 
shortage worldwide.” 


Disabled mother 
and son rescued 

A DISABLED woman and her son were 
rescued from their flat in Honeywood 
Close, Canterbury after their kitchen 
caught light. 

Four engines were sent just after 10pm 
on Saturday, July 24, after the mother, n 
her 50s, called emergency services. 

She had noticed the fire but was 
unable to escape or wake her son 
because of her disability. 

Crews wearing breathing apparatus 
entered the smoke-logged building and 
carried the woman and her son to safety. 

Both were treated with oxygen for 
smoke inhalation while the blaze was 
extinguished and the smoke cleared. 

The fire started when the son, believed 
to be in his 20s, was cooking and fell 
asleep, causing the food to catch light. 

Dave Nolan, Whitstable Watch manag¬ 
er, said: “This incident highlights two 
really important messages. 

“Firstly, have a smoke alarm fitted. 
They can buy you time to escape.” 

“Second, the most vulnerable members 
of our community, such as those with 
health and mobility issues, are most at 
risk of dying in a house fire. 

‘We need neighbours and family to be 
aware of the signs that can lead to a fire 
in their homes.” 

£500,000 gift to theatre 

FUNDRAISING for the new Marlowe 
Theatre received a helping hand with a 
£500,000 donation from a national trust. 

The Monument Trust, a Sainsbury 
Family charitable trust, supports causes 
driven by imaginative ideas and excep¬ 
tional talent and nurtures innovation. 

Peter Williams, chairman of the New 
Marlowe Theatre Development Trust, 
said: “This grant is most timely and 
brings an enormous boost to the cam¬ 
paign as it strives to raise the remaining 
£1.75 million required to complete fund¬ 
ing for the project.”

The bag had been hung on the 
back of a buggy and may have been 
stolen while the mother stopped for 
a cup of coffee. 

The baby has suffered from 
meningitis and the notes are key to 
tracking the child’s progress.

Fishermen call for 
emergency quota 

FISHERMEN from Whitstable are 
taking their desperate plight to 
Westminster. 

Philip Edwards and John 
Nicholls, spokesmen for Whitstable 
Fisherman’s Association, will 
accompany Julian Brazier tomor¬ 
row to meet Fisheries minister 
Richard Benyon in a bid to secure 
emergency quotas for their fleets. 

The under-10m fleet have 
already filled their allowance for 
sole and skate and risk losing their 
business if temporary extensions 
aren’t granted. 


PARHAM Road ‘student village’ is 
set to double its capacity if planning 
permission is granted for a new 
brownfields project. 

A planning application to create 
additional student accommodation 
at Shillings Yard, a brownfield site 
within the student village, has been 
submitted to the council this week 
on behalf of Pavilion Property 
Group. 

Parham Road provides purpose- 
built accommodation for more than 
600 students, in a mixture of houses 
and flats, with on-site welfare and 
day and night security staff. 

Pavilion proposes to build five new 
accommodation blocks around a cen¬ 
tral courtyard on the Shillings Yard 
site to create 309 additional bed 
spaces. The plans also include a 
management office and conference 
centre as well as welfare facilities. 

Earlier this year, Canterbury coun¬ 


cil granted planning consent for stu¬ 
dent accommodation on Ling’s Scrap 
Yard, also within the student village, 
creating an additional 330-bed- 
spaces; the two proposals together 
doubling the capacity of the site. 

The student village has proved to 
be a popular choice with students 
and universities, enabling signifi¬ 
cant economies of scale and the 
opportunity to share running costs. 

Paul Roberts, on behalf of Pavilion 
said: “The student village is a safe, 
quiet neighbourhood, designed for 
students.” 

“Canterbury badly needs addition¬ 
al student accommodation and we 
believe that building on brownfield 
sites within the student village is a 
much better solution than taking up 
prime development sites in or 
around the city centre.” 

If planning consent is given, work 
is due to start on site during 2011.

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Parking meters 
are destroying 
Herne Bay trade

PARKING meters along Heme 
Bay sea front have already had a 
detrimental effect, according to 
traders. 

The meters charge 60p per hour between 
8:30am and 6pm, with a maximum stay of 
only two hours. 

While some residents may have welcomed 
the idea of regulating the parking along the 
Central Parade, many people have expressed 
shock at the short time limit. 

Michael Pearce, co-proprietor of Pebbles 
Reach guesthouse, said: “Two hours just isn’t 
long enough, it’s crazy. We’re trying to sort 
out permits at the moment, but obviously the 
costs will pass on to the customers. Without 
the permits guests have to get up at 8:30 in 
the morning and start feeding the meters.” 

It isn’t just visitors who are being kept 
away by the restrictions. 

Mr Pearce, said: “I’ve noticed the effects 
most with local people, particularly the older 
generation, who live on the edges of town. 
They want to come down and walk their dog 
and meet their friends, but they’re not pre¬ 
pared to pay, it’s been much quieter.” 

“Heme Bay has always been free parking 
on the seafront. There’s nowhere to park now 
for local people.” 

Businesses in the town have also seen 
changes. 

Scott Turner, office manager for Cain’s 
Amusements, said: “From a business point of 
view it’s the first time that we can remember 
seeing empty spaces on a Sunday. Usually 
we only see that in the depths of winter.” 

“We have heard from customers that 
where they would have stayed for a longer 
duration they’re now staying for a couple of 
hours. Some of the people who would have 
come down to enjoy themselves for the day 
are not staying as long.”

Roanna Thetford, who works at Le Petit 
Poisson, said: “Customers have mentioned 
that it’s not convenient, as two hours isn’t 
really enough for a meal.” 

“The general consensus is that if they’re 
paying, they should be able to pay for as long 
as they want to stay” 

Canterbury council was unavailable for 
comment, but an agenda from a meeting in 
January showed they had received at least 
22 letters of objection to early proposals from 
residents, visitors and traders.

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Hornets a big threat to honey bees

KILLER hornets from across the 
Channel could be driving honey 
bees from their hives. 

The giant insects - around four times the 
size of the British bee - are believed to be trav¬ 
elling from France and forcing the honey bee 
from its home. 

In scenes more likely to be seen in a horror 
film, the hornets hover in front of a hive, 
picking off their victims before ripping off 
the heads, wings and legs and feeding the body 
to their young. 

The rest of the colony is then weakened, 
leaving the hornets free to loot the hive. 

Although bee-lovers warned of their poten¬ 
tial arrival to the UK just months ago, wildlife 
expert Kerry King, from Hythe, believes they 
may have already arrived. 

“There’s a hive in Sandling Park which has 
had honey bees for ten years, but in February

they suddenly left,” he said. “Pesticides aren’t 
used there so it couldn’t be that, and the bees 
disappeared so suddenly. 

“It wouldn’t be hard for these hornets to 
come over from France. If there is a change in 
wind direction they could be swept across - it’s 
only 21 miles. They could even come across on

the ferries.” This new predator, which is two 
inches long with a three-inch wingspan, is the 
Asian hornet, or vespa velutina nigrithorax, 
first seen in France in 2004. 

The species is thought to have arrived in 
Bordeaux from China in a consignment of pot¬ 
tery designed for horticultural trade. 


In 2007, apiaries in France began to see up 
to 70 per cent losses in bee colonies and it was 
soon discovered the monster insects, in groups 
of up to 50, had been on a killing spree. 

One hornet can kill up to 40 honey bees in a 
minute - a group of them up to 30,000 in a few 
hours. 

Mr King said: “There are three things going 
against honey bees; pesticides, parasites and 
these hornets. It’s going to have a detrimental 
effect on our economy if there are no honey 
bees to carry out pollination.” 

A third of foodstuffs are dependant on polli¬ 
nation by honey bees, which also provide more 
than 50 per cent of the pollination of wild 
plants that other wildlife depends on. 

While Asian bees have evolved to cope with 
the attacks, where some 500 bees will mob the 
hornet causing it to overheat, the European 
honey bee is unlikely to survive. 

Three months ago experts from honey 
health specialist Vita said the hornet threat to 
bees was spreading rapidly through France 
and would soon be in the UK. 


Flooded pits danger plea 

SWIMMING in flooded gravel pits is causing concern for 
Canterbury police as the hot weather lures people into the water. 

Landowners are also concerned that many are unaware of the 
risks of swimming in flooded gravel and ballast pits and other indus¬ 
trial sites. 

Dangers include hidden quicksand, deep water, steep slopes, sud¬ 
den cold temperatures and discarded machinery. 

PC Andy Taylor said: “I’ve received reports of people swimming in 
these lakes. I know it’s tempting to take a dip to cool down, but 
please avoid these pits - there are many hidden dangers and you 
may also be trespassing.” 


Cruiser towed to Bay 
after engine failure 

AN RNLI rescue boat was launched to assist a 
yacht whose engine had failed. 

The 25ft motor-cruiser broke down with fuel 
problems between Bishopstone and Reculver 
on Thursday. 

Whitstable lifeboat towed the struggling ves¬ 
sel and its lone occupant into Heme Bay har¬ 
bour. It was the Whitstable crew’s 42nd callout 
so far this year.

he’s proud of Thanet, and our brewery is 
named after the town in which it was bom. 

Q Why do you think people should have a pint of Gadd's 
rather than other beers? 

A Beer is like food in that you can taste the 
effort, care and attention that went into 
making a good pint. Staff at the brewery are 
passionate and dedicated to producing quality 
ale. With our wide selection, chances are you 
can find something that tickles your taste 
buds. The next reason I would hope people 
would drink our beers is the local angle. We 
use Kent hops, supporting the local economy. 

I You've won so many awards, is it still an honour? 

A Always, as it’s recognition of the quality we 
strive for.

A highlight of the weekend will be the rein¬ 
troduction of the historic Greasy Pole contest. 
Last held 10 years ago, the event required 
brave competitors to swim out to a boat, climb 
aboard and attempt to walk sideways along a 
greased pole to knock the flag off the end. 

Mike Shaw, chairman of the Regatta, said: “In 
the early days the whole bay was full of boats. I 
want to try to bring them back in greater num¬ 
bers and bring a bit of history back as well.” 



The first reported Regatta was on Tuesday, 
August 7, 1792, and has been held every year 
since, with the exception of during the World 
Wars. An application to be recognised as the 
oldest regatta in the UK is currently under 
review by the Guinness Book of Records. 

Mike Shaw said: “As far as I’m aware it is the 
oldest regatta anywhere. The nearest I can find 
was in Dartford 30 years later.” 

The weekend is co-organised by Whitstable 
Yacht Club and Whitstable and Heme Bay 
Lions, a voluntary organisation dedicated to 
helping the community and serving humanity.

SCHOOLS in the Canterbury dis¬ 
trict are being invited to apply for 
British Gas’s latest energy scheme.

Gary Wright asks if it will make any difference should public-sector employees strike over cuts 



I WASN’T shocked to learn that union 
activists at local councils are threaten¬ 
ing strike action to show their anger as 
the cuts in public spending become clear. 

After years of retiring at 60 and being assured of a 
job for life, all at the ratepayers’ expense (yes, I know 
it’s ‘council-taxpayers’, but we all understand 
‘ratepayers’), suddenly our council chums have to 
account for how they are spending our cash. 

So, batten down the hatches and prepare for them to 
demonstrate their outrage outside your town hall next 
year. But what are they protesting about exactly? 

Well, in a nutshell they’re a bit cross that those peo¬ 
ple who have worked in the private sector all their 
lives will no longer be relied upon to fork out - getting 
on for a couple of grand a month - for the privilege of 
having their bins emptied every couple of weeks. 

Planning applications have fallen dramatically 
since the credit squeeze, so I expect borough and dis¬ 
trict planning departments to be shedding jobs by the 
dozen. No point striking - that’s not going to make 
more people build extensions. 

Finance departments might think they’re pretty safe 
as careful management of what little cash they have 
will be a vital skill. Remember how KCC managed to 
‘invest’ £50 million of our money in an Icelandic bank. 

Then they lost in the crash because someone was on 
holiday and missed a warning email... or something. 


I reckon any one of the charity treasurers in Kent 
could do a better job. They are people who know how 
to make a little go a long way. 

And visits abroad. We have a bit of a record of that 
in Kent, for sending large parties abroad at ratepayers’ 
expense on ‘fact-finding’ or ‘friendship’ visits. From now 
on, if someone wants to be our friend, let them come 
and see us. And they can pay for their hotel, too. 

Then pensions. It must be pretty galling to have 
worked your way up in the public sector for 35 hours 
every week (less holidays and your eight days sick a 
year - oh, and public holidays). From section minion to 
section leader and then maybe even the head honcho, 
you were secure in the knowledge you’d retire at 60. 

You’ve been pretty smug that for 20-odd years after 
that there’d be a monthly cash windfall pretty close to 
what you were earning. 

Now you can’t just rely on Johnny Ratepayer to 
stump up enough cash to pay for his bins to be emp¬ 
tied so that you and your fellow cottonheads can have 
free money. Outrageous though that might be, per¬ 
haps you understand how your bin-emptying former 
colleagues felt almost 20 years ago when they had to 
go and work for private sub-contractors. 

Strike all you like, but we are all staring down the bar¬ 
rel of tough times. Remember that unless your strikes 
affect bin collections, most people probably won’t notice, 
and if you do withhold your labour, in protest, then we 
have the right to withhold our council-tax payment. 

But be assured the outcome will be the same.

psychological well-being. 

If, through a misconceived liberal¬ 
isation of the law, firearms become 
easier to obtain, more mentally 
unstable people will have instant 
access to deadly weapons. 

All it takes is for a switch to flick 
from sane to insane in these citi¬ 
zens’ troubled brains, as happened 
with Derrick Bird and Raoul Moat, 
and they’ll be reaching for the guns 
they legally possess and store in 
their homes so they can inflict 
bloody retribution on whoever they 
psychotically perceive are the archi¬ 
tects of their misfortune. 

Sick societies and guns simply 
don’t mix, as the USA and Britain 
are discovering with a terrible cost 
to innocent human life. 

I would also like to add that the 
argument that homeowners need 
firearms for protection and that 
they are a good deterrent against 
violent intruders is an unsubstanti¬ 
ated myth perpetuated by the gun 
manufacturers and their vociferous, 
influential lobby groups.

Challenging choice 
to debate decisions 

New government legislation 
designed to give concerned local 
residents the right to trigger a 
debate at a council meeting has 
been kicked into the long grass 
by Canterbury council, which 
says it will not respond to petitions 
unless they contain a whopping 
3,000 signatures. 

The Government recently told 
councils they must make provision 
so that a public petition with a sig¬ 
nificant number of signatures can 
be heard at a council meeting, and 


a 15-minute debate can then take 
place so the petitioners can get a 
response from the council (current¬ 
ly in Canterbury residents get 
just three minutes to speak when 
delivering a petition to the city 
council, but get no response from 
councillors). 

Most councils in Kent have set 
the number of signatures needed to 
at 1000, even though government 
guidelines recommend a reasonable 
figure would be about 1,500. 

But at last week’s council meeting 
Canterbury’s Tory councillors voted 
to set the threshold in the district 
at 3,000 - the highest in the county. 

I moved for an amendment asking 
the figure be reduced to 1,000 (or 
even less), but all the Conservative 
councillors followed the require¬ 
ment of council leader John Gilbey 
that the figure be higher. 

Is it that the Conservatives don’t 
want to listen and respond to local 
residents concerns? Or they don’t 
feel they need to respond to local 
residents? Or are they just fright¬ 
ened to hear what residents have 
to say about the council’s plans? 

By setting the threshold unrealis¬ 
tically high Cllr Gilbey has just 
confirmed that he and his party 
don’t want Canterbury council to 
listen to local people. 

Canterbury is now officially and 
provably the least accessible council 
in Kent. The threshold of 1,000 
we proposed is quite high and is 
actually almost twice as many 
people as voted for John Gilbey at 
the last council elections. 

Only two petitions in the last 20 
years - against Cllr Gilbey’s plans 


to close local museums, and his 
plans to close the coastal visitor 
information centres - have even 
come close to achieving the thresh¬ 
old now required by the city council 
to trigger a debate.

Let free train take 
strain forover-60s 

Kent Green Party believes that 
free bus travel for the over-60s in 
England and Wales should be 
extended to cover rail travel too. 

In areas outside the larger cities 
bus travel options in the evenings 
and on Sundays are either limited 
or completely unavailable. 

Meanwhile, train services more 
commonly run throughout the 
evenings and on Sundays, and for 
many public transport users repre¬ 
sent the only way to get around. 

As an experiment we recommend 
an initial trial in the South East of 
the UK where evening train servic¬ 
es are comprehensive and where a 
further reduction of road traffic 
would be an environmental benefit. 

We accept that an annual charge 
of perhaps £12.50 per annum 
would be needed to cover adminis¬ 
trative costs and to discourage 
applicants who would hardly use it. 

This proposal would remove many 
reluctant drivers from the roads, 
reducing pressure on the roads and 
improving air quality and cutting 
greenhouse gas emissions.

Tooth loss common 
in diabetic sufferers 

A shocking new study suggests that 
males with type 2 diabetes are twice 
more likely to suffer from tooth loss 
than those without the illness. 

The 20-year study was presented 


at the International Association of 
Dental Research conference held in 
Barcelona last week. 

It followed more than 38,000 
males from 1986-2006, to examine 
connections between diabetes and 
tooth loss or gum disease. 

The study was carried out in 
Brigham and Women’s Hospital in 
Boston, USA and was presented by 
one of the four authors M Jimenez 
at the conference. 

At the beginning of the trial all 
the participants had all their own 
teeth and were showing no signs 
of periodontitis (an advanced stage 
of gum disease). 

Over the course of the study 
11,478 new cases of tooth loss were 
reported by the participants, and 
3,589 new cases of periodontitis. 

Eliminating other risk factors 
for gum disease such as age, race, 
smoking habits, BMI, alcohol 
consumption, physical activity and 
fruit and vegetable intake were 
taken into consideration, but type 
2 diabetes was found to be the 
common factor which increased 
tooth loss by half. 

These results are quite shocking, 
although we have known for many 
years that diabetics are more likely 
to suffer from gum disease, the 
extent of the increase in such a 
large study is surprising. 

Recent studies have also shown a 
potential link between the presence 
of gum disease and development of 
diabetes so this is a particularly 
interesting area. Numerous studies 
in the past have shown a link 
between oral health and other seri¬ 
ous illnesses such as cardiovascular 
disease, stroke and arthritis, and 
this study highlights again the 
importance of looking after our 
teeth properly. It isn’t just about 
having a nice smile; it is about 
overall body health too. 

Diet was also found to be a 
contributing factor to the increased 
gum disease. Men with diabetes 
whose total fruit and vegetable 
intake was below average were 
twice as likely to report periodonti¬ 
tis compared to men with the 
same fkuit and vegetable intake, 
but without diabetes. 

The Foundation emphasises good 
oral health care and preventive 
dentistry as the best way to keep 
your teeth for life, and look after 
your oral and overall health. 

Brushing your teeth for two 
minutes twice a day with fluoride 
toothpaste is one of the most 
successful ways to maintain 
healthy teeth. 

Combine this with visiting your 
dentist regularly and cutting down 
on how often you have sugary foods 
and drinks in your diet, and you 
will be helping yourself greatly. 

It is also important to clean 
between your teeth with floss, inter¬ 
dental brushes or tape once a day, 
as brushing alone only cleans 
around two thirds of the mouth.

So he tried to get 
into show business another way, by becoming 
a bingo caller and a holiday camp entertainer. 
He rose up the ranks to become entertainment 
manager at two resorts and eventually discov¬ 
ered his gift for comedy. 

By the time Pasquale appeared on the TV 
talent show New Faces in 1987, he had also 
worked in the civil service, a Ford factory and 
Smithfields meat market. Achieving second 
place on the show meant that work as a come¬ 
dian started to come in, liberating Pasquale 
from some of his less enjoyable jobs. 

When Pasquale really hit the big time, his 
first video sold in huge numbers and he 
became a popular television personality. His 
distinctive high-pitched voice has only added 
to his endearing persona and along with his 
comedy work, he also became a successful 
game show host. 

Although he was already a popular and well- 
known comic, Pasquale’s career received a fur¬ 
ther boost when he appeared on the ITV real¬ 
ity show I’m a Celebrity...Get Me Out of Here! 
in 2004. 

The bookies’ favourite from the start, 
Pasquale did not disappoint viewers with his 
charming nature and good sense of humour, 
which even held during the most tortuous 
Bush Tucker tasks. While other celebrities 
complained about the primitive jungle condi¬ 
tions, Pasquale’s quips consistently won the 
viewers’ votes. 

In the final stages, he saw off competition 
from former royal butler Paul Burrell to be 
crowned King of the Jungle. 

His experiences in the jungle had more far- 
reaching consequences than anyone might 
have expected. One of the Bush Tucker Trials 
involved dangling from a helicopter in mid-air, 
while trying to obtain stars to win meals for 
his fellow contestants. This hair-raising ordeal 
actually helped Pasquale overcome his fear of 
flying and he went on to gain his pilot’s licence 


after taking lessons at Rochester Airport. 

Despite his enormous success as a comedian, 
Pasquale has still managed to follow his 
dream of becoming an actor. His stage projects 
have included numerous pantomimes and he 
appeared in the West End production of The 
Producers. 

His unforgettable voice has also been heard 
in animations such as Hollywood movie 


Horton Hears A Who! with Jim Carrey and 
CBBC’s Frankestein’s Cat. Pasquale has also 
appeared as the Scarecrow in a touring pro¬ 
duction of The Wizard of Oz.

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After years of bit-part roles Justin 
proves he's not on The Rebound

TWELVE years ago he was playing 
roles that didn’t even appear on 
the movie’s closing credits. But 
now, Justin Bartha - aka the 
anonymous clubgoer in the 1998 
disco film 54 - has reached leading 
man status with his latest movie 
The Rebound. 

Along the way there have been hits 
(National Treasure, The Hangover) and miss¬ 
es (Gigli), but 32-year-old Bartha says he feels 
“extremely grateful for all the great things 
that have happened”. 

The first of his family to forge a career in act¬ 
ing, started out in high-school plays and doing 
community theatre, before training at univer¬ 
sity in New York only to find himself “bum¬ 
ming around trying to get a job”. 

That first job was behind the camera, as a 
production assistant on Analyze This in 1999. 
Later that year, he made his professional act¬ 
ing debut in a short film called Tag. A few 
quiet years followed before he joined the then 
couple-du-jour Ben Affleck and Jennifer Lopez 
in the universally panned Gigli in 2003. Then 
a year later, he finally got his big break as the 
comedic computer whiz Riley Poole in the 
National Treasure films. 

In romantic comedy The Rebound Bartha 
plays Aram Finkelstein, a directionless 24- 
year-old who becomes a nanny for Sandy, the 
perfect suburban wife, played by Catherine 
Zeta Jones, who’s just discovered her husband 
has been having an affair. The pair embark on 
a relationship that goes swimmingly until 
reality rears its ugly head. 

“It’s a really great romantic comedy and 
something everyone can enjoy,” says Bartha. 

“It’s a New York love story where Catherine 
and myself have just got out of bad relation¬ 
ships but find it’s the wrong time to explore 
theirs because of their ages and where they 


are in their life.” 

Written and directed by Julianne Moore’s 
husband Bart Freundlich, Aram’s optimistic 
and romantic stance on life makes him a 
refreshingly sympathetic male character. 

“Aram is a nice guy and there’s some role 
reversal in the movie,” says Bartha. ‘You’re so 
used to seeing men in movies being aggressive 
idiots who are only looking for sex. Aram is a 
sensitive man and that’s really interesting. 
He’s almost too sensitive.” 

But, despite Bartha’s eagerness, it was to be 
a few years before he was cast. 

Director Freundlich has since explained that 


he needed to explore a wide range of people to 
be sure Bartha was the right choice - and 
Bartha readily admits he thought he wouldn’t 
get the role after hearing Catherine Zeta 
Jones had been cast as Sandy. 

As for working with our home-grown star, 
Bartha’s nothing short of gushing. “She’s fan¬ 
tastic. Who doesn’t like her?” 

It’s lucky they got along, as the pair share an 
intimate moment on a sofa before being inter¬ 
rupted by Sandy’s son. 

“It’s very awkward doing those scenes,” he 
laughs. “In that scene I have to fall off this 
couch and kept scraping my chest, so by the 



end of the day I had this rash on it. It was very 
‘not sexy’.” 

Another scene that creates a big laugh hap¬ 
pens when Aram takes Sandy on a date to see 
his best friend’s amateur dramatic showcase, 
which turns out to consist of 46 theatrical 
scenes - with no interval. 

“What’s funny is that it seems like such a 
comedy scene but acting workshops really are 
like that,” he says. “I’ve been to tons of them.”

AS Top Gear grows ever more fanci¬ 
ful and has less to do with motoring 


with each passing episode, the driver 
who is actually interested in cars 
would be forgiven for switching to 
Fifth Gear instead. 

This is not the new kid on the 
block, and has actually been around 
since 2002, but adheres more to the 
style of old Top Gear, rather than the 
re-launched ego fest of Clarkson, 

May and Hammond. 

This show actually road tests cars 
the average man may actually one 
day have a chance of driving, and 
touches more on the issues that con¬ 
cern your average motorist. 

It is probably not as funny or enter¬ 
taining as Top Gear, but copying the 
old format of its rival (old TG presen¬ 
ters Tiff Needel and Vicky Butler- 
Henderson are employed here), 
which looked like a dumb move in 
the early days, has actually turned 
out to be its biggest strength.

WHILE glitzy KitzbiiheTs 
infrastructure is perfectly 
prepared for the deluge of 
skiers and snowboarders, 
there is a very different feel 
to the area come summer. 

When the hedonism and intensity 
of the ski season has melted away, 
visitors relish the gorgeous scenery 
and, even better, try the variety of 
adventurous pursuits on offer in the 
area. 

I began my four-day break on the 
Saturday evening, and checked into 
what would be my base for the trip - 
the four-star Hotel Jagerwirt, run by 
the same family for four generations. 

The first dinner for our 10-strong 
group was a hearty combination of 
lamb, potato gratin and spinach, 
before a nightcap at Flannigan’s, the 
local Irish bar. 

Next morning, the minibus whisked 
us off to the Mountain High centre 
in Kirchdorf - to be measured for 
wetsuits, lifejackets and helmets for 
our first activity - the family rafting. 

Our time in the 12ft x 6ft raft was 
great fun, and the highlight was 
jumping out of the vessel to float 
down through the rapids on our 
backs, before climbing out and jump¬ 
ing from a cliff face into a plunge pool. 

The rafting course took us into a 
part of Germany for a short while, 
through the wildly romantic Klob- 
enstein Canyon, until the minibus 
came to collect our equipment and 
return us back to Mountain High. 

After lunch, we took the five- 
minute walk from the hotel to the 
Mountain Edge bike centre. 

Our guide Rob provided helmets, 
gloves and bikes, before leading us 


on a specially tailored ride to the 
lake at Schwarzsee, a haven for local 
holidaymakers on this particular 
weekend - a Tyrolean bank holiday 
with the sun shining. 

There was an Italian buffet at the 
Jagerwirt on Sunday night, while 
Monday morning promised our third 
activity of the week- canyoning. This 
was not for the faint-hearted, and four 
of our group backed out when peer¬ 
ing over the edge of the gorge. 

But those of us who stuck with it 
were rewarded with an hour of 
sheer excitement involving slither¬ 
ing down rockslides carved into the 
rock, jumping into frothing plunge 
pools, hanging from cliff faces, and 
floating down through ice-cold water 
on our backs until we reached the 
rest of our party at the base. 

After the adrenaline rush of the 
morning, it was time for a gentle 


three-hour walk through farms, 
forests and flowery meadows and up 
to a waterfall on the south side of 
the Kitzbuheler Horn, which offered 
us excellent views across the town. 

After a dinner of Wiener Schnitzel, 
a few of us embarked on a night out 
in Kitz, stumbling from the town’s 
main nightspot, The Londoner bar - 
jam-packed to the rafters during ski 
season - in the early hours. 

There were sore heads next day as 
we tried Canadian canoeing. Though 
the canoes were safe and stable, 
steering them proved difficult and 
we had countless collisions with the 
rocky banks and capsizes galore. 

While we were on the river, the 
under-14s on our trip had a swim 
and splash around in a nearby lake. 

The farmers’ buffet at the 
Jagerwirt was the perfect way to 
round off our week in Austria.

First-time buyers key to 
getting market moving 

HOUSE prices fell last month, with 
Halifax’s house price index showing a 0.6 
per cent drop and the LSL/Acadametrics 
index showing prices decreasing by 0.5 
per cent. 

But LSL/Acadametrics reports a 7.7 
per cent year-on-year rise in prices, with 
Halifax showing a 6.3 per cent rise. 

Analysts say the average property 
price in England and Wales is £218,119. 

Martin Ellis, housing economist at 
Halifax, said: “The June price fall contin¬ 
ued the trend of a slowdown seen since the 
beginning of this year, following a moder¬ 
ate recovery in 2009. This pattern is in 
line with our view that prices will remain 
pretty much unchanged this year.” 

LSL/Acadametrics also reveals a 20 
per cent jump in the number of proper¬ 
ties sold to 63,500 in June - up from 
52,975 in May. 

David Brown, commercial director at 
LSL Property Services, says the key to a 
market recovery lies with first-time buy¬ 
ers. But he adds: ‘We can’t discount fur¬ 
ther prices falls in the next few months 
as the market continues to stabilise.” 

And Peter Williams, chairman of 
Acadametrics, says traditionally the 
number of houses sold in June is higher 
than in May. 

He said: “This year sales in May were 
abnormally low, possibly owing to uncer¬ 
tainty as a consequence of the election.” 

Study shows seven-year 
low for mortgage rates 

MORTGAGE rates are at their lowest for 
seven years, according to new research. 

The study by Moneyfacts.co.uk found 
the average interest-rate on a two-year 
fixed rate mortgage is 4.52 per cent the 
lowest since September 2003. 

Interest rates on fixed rate mortgages 
have been dropping since September 
last year, as lenders attempt to entice 
borrowers away from low standard vari¬ 
able rates (SVRs). 

“Many borrowers are opting to remain 
on record low SVRs and overpaying their 
mortgage rather than secure a new deal 
at a higher rate,” said Michelle Slade, 
Moneyfacts.co.uk spokesperson. 

“Lenders are trying to persuade bor¬ 
rowers onto new fixed rate deals by mak¬ 
ing significant cuts to rates. 

“Previously, only deals for borrowers 
with large deposits were seeing cuts, but 
as the market improves borrowers with 
smaller deposits are being offered more 
competitive deals too.”

FOUR out of ten landlords reckon 
they would not be able to cover the 
mortgage payments on their prop¬ 
erties if interest rates increase by 
two per cent. 

A fortnight ago the Bank of England held 
the base rate at 0.5 per cent for the 16th con¬ 
secutive month, which is just as well as 
according to a poll by flat share website 
Spareroom.co.uk, who discovered four out of 
ten UK landlords are receiving rents barely 
covering the monthly mortgage repayments 
on their properties. 

For 22 per cent of respondents, a rate rise of 
just one per cent would mean the sums don’t 
add up, and for ten per cent of landlords ques¬ 
tioned the situation is far worse, with a rate 
rise of just 0.5 per cent resulting in a rent- 
mortgage shortfall. 

The research also revealed that six out of ten 
landlords have been forced to hike monthly 
rents since the start of the year, with one in 
five planning to increase rents by five per cent 
this year, and 18 per cent factoring in an 
increase of between three and five per cent. 

However, more than half of these landlords 
said they are worried that they could lose loyal 
and valuable tenants as a result. 

Spareroom.co.uk director Matt Hutchinson 
describes Britain’s landlords in a catch-22 sit¬ 
uation. 

He said: “On the one hand the rise in Capital 
Gains Tax for higher rate taxpayers means 
that many landlords either won’t be able to 
sell their buy-to-let properties full-stop or will 
sell at a far greater loss. “At the same time, 
holding onto their properties means they are 


at the mercy of the Bank of England and fac¬ 
ing higher mortgage payments.” 

Some landlords have also expressed confu¬ 
sion over the concept of ‘fair wear and tear’ 
which has prompted tenancy deposit protec¬ 
tion scheme, mydeposits.co.uk, to create a 
guide for landlords offering advice on how to 
make a sound judgement call at the end of a 
tenancy period. 

As there are no hard and fast rules on what is 
reasonable for wear and tear the new guide 


aims to help landlords weigh up the different 
factors involved in the decision-making process. 

A number of areas, from the length of the 
tenancy period to the occupants themselves 
and the difference between wear and tear and 
damage, are explored. 

The guide also highlights the importance of 
communication between landlord and tenant, 
particularly at the outset of the tenancy, when 
the landlord can set expectations of the ten¬ 
ants and the final condition of the property. 


Energy-efficient homes to miss stamp penalty 



HOMEOWNERS are being 
advised to make their homes 
more energy efficient before 
putting them on the market if 
proposed stamp duty penalties 
come into force. 

Ministers are examining intro¬ 
ducing an increase in stamp duty 
for homes which fall into the 
lowest efficiency bands. 

According to one home energy 
expert, buyers could be put off 
purchasing homes with poor 
energy efficiency to avoid paying 
an extra 0.5 per cent on top of 
their stamp duty bill. 

Marc Blomfield, managing direc¬ 
tor of The National EPC Company, 
a leading provider of Energy 


Performance Certificates (EPCs) 
said: “Millions of homes with poor 
insulation, draughty windows 
and inefficient boilers could be 
subject to the stamp duty penalty, 
potentially putting off buyers. 

“Despite scrapping home infor¬ 
mation packs, the Government 
has signalled its intention to 
increase household energy effi¬ 
ciency by retaining the EPC as 
a required marketing tool. 

“The stamp duty penalty would 
be a further incentive for home- 
owners to make energy saving 
improvements to their homes 
and would be a part of the pro¬ 
posed Green Deal initiative, 
which includes measures to help 


homeowners pay for efficiency 
improvements.” 

The stamp duty penalty sugges¬ 
tion was included in a report com¬ 
missioned by former Chancellor 
Alastair Darling and could be 
tied in with a package of energy 
saving incentives. 

Marc Blomfield added: “The 
Government is committed to 
reducing carbon dioxide emis¬ 
sions and sees households as the 
major target. More than 40 per 
cent of the UK’s C02 emissions 
result from choices people make 
as individuals, with the majority 
coming from the home.”

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Coach's defight as Key eyes 
return after finger injury

KENT skipper Rob Key is edging 
his way closer to a return to first- 
team action with head coach Paul 
Farbrace quietly optimistic his cap¬ 
tain could make an appearance 
this week. 

Key has been out of action for three weeks 
with a broken finger, sustained in a champi¬ 
onship match against Hampshire at the Rose 
Bowl. 

The 30-year-old missed the conclusion of the 
Friends Provident t20 campaign and last 
week’s championship clash with Somerset, 
but could make a surprise return for the visit 
of Essex on Thursday. 

Farbrace said: “He has a chance possibly of 
playing in the Essex game, but even then that 
will only be three weeks and we were told 
three or four weeks that he would be out. 

“He is not someone that misses games 
unless he really has to and he is probably 
going to have another x-ray to see if the bone 
has knitted together, and once he has done 
that he will be able to have a hit. I don’t think 
he will be too far away.” 

Having the club’s influential skipper back in 
the side will no doubt be a major boost for 
Kent, whose main aim is to stay up in Division 
One of the LV= County Championship this 


summer. Farbrace expects Key to be raring to 
go when he returns and believes time spent 
watching from the sidelines, in some respects, 
may have done the right-handed batsman a 
degree of good. 

“In some ways it may be, and I wouldn’t say 
a blessing in disguise, but it might actually 
turn out to work in our favour because he has 
had a couple of weeks break, is refreshed and 
has cleared his head so he can think about his 
game and the team,” he said. 

While Key is nearing a return, team-mate 
Robbie Joseph looks set to be out for at least a 
week after a recurrence of a shoulder strain. 

The Antiguan-bom quick bowler was out for 
a whole year after surgery on a dislocated 
shoulder, but made his comeback in the cham¬ 
pionship game against Hampshire at the 
Rose Bowl earlier this month. He followed 
that up with an appearance in the Friends 
Provident t20 defeat to Essex at the Brit Oval 
two weeks ago, but hasn’t played since. 

“Robbie’s had a recurrence of shoulder sore¬ 
ness so has gone back to Canterbury for treat¬ 
ment and we’ll decide what is the best step 
from there,” Farbrace explained. 

“He has a chance of playing in the champi¬ 
onship game against Essex this week, but it’s 
probably unlikely, we’ll have to see where we 
are this week. It’s not ideal, but there’s not a 
lot we can do really. 

“We were promised he would be ready for 
the start of the season and for the first game 
and obviously he wasn’t. It’s been a long, slow 
process and it’s tough for everyone concerned, 
but we have to just get on with it.”
